Fishermen 
warned on 
use of poison

TISERIAS. — The use of poison 
for fishing is spreading northwards 
and may lead to a prohibition of 
fishing altogether in the Jordan 
River by the Agriculture Ministry's 
Department of Fisheries. 
The ijatest instance of poisoning, 
of which local fishermen are sus- 
pected, was discovered on Thurs- 
day morning when fish breeders at 
Eeit Zera and Deganiqg Aleph saw 
thousands of dead carp floating in 
their ponds. Fish floating on the 
surface of the water are generally 
2 sign of poisoning. Such fish can 
be collected easily in nets. 

The head of the Ministry's Fishe- 
ries Department, Shimshon Stein, 
warned the local fishermen against 
the illegal practice a fortnight ago, 
and on Thursday he complained to 
the police. The two kibbutzim lost 
two tons of carp, worth tens of 
thousands of pounds, in the incident, 
and the neighbouring kibbutzim of 
Afikim and Kvutzat Kineret

Soviets pledge to ‘do best’ for 
Europe’s peace and security 


‘ By EK. C. THALER 
HELSINKI (UPI). — Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andre Gromyko arrived 
here yesterday with a pledge from 
the Kremlin that Russia “will do 
its ‘best to help promote true peace 
and security in Europe. 

Gromyko, the first big power for- 
elgn minister to arrive for the 35- 
mation Conference on Security and 


. Cooperation in Eurupe, said the So- 


viet Union is not afraid to deal with 
amy proposals for further progress 
in Hast-West relations. 

"The Soviet delegation will do its 
best,” tre told newsmen as he stepped 
off the train from Moscow. He 
brushed aside questlons on Sino-So- 
viet relations, saying he had mot 
come to discuss problems of Aslan 
security. 

The Soviet diplomat will be the 
first speaker when the conference 
opens today. His peace pledge on 
arrival suggested that he will voice 
the Kremlin's line that the cold war 
is dead. Gromyko accompanied Party 
Secretary Leonid Brezhnev to the 
recent summlt with President Nixon. 

The European Security Con- 
ference, long sought by Russia and 
woti] recently resisted ‘by the U.S. 
and by some of the major European 
powers, will be attended by the na- 
tions from East and West Hurope, 
the neutrals, the Vatican, Russia, the 
U.S. and Canada. 

Albania, alone among the Com- 
munist countries and an ally of 
China, refused to participate. China 
mas attacked the meeting and 
labelled it a conference on European 
“insecurity," alleging it willl 
strengthen Russia's hand in the Far 
East. 

Gromyko in ‘his arrival remarks 
challenged the West to produce 
Ideas for further progress In East- 
West relaxation, 

The Russians have made conces- 
sions in the preparatory stages of 
the conference and have hel out 
hope for Soviet willingness to help 
promote a degree of freer movement 
of people, ideas and information 
across the old iron curtain line.

Soviets don’t want M.E.

VIENNA ‘(Reuter!. — Soviet Prime 
Minister Alexei Kosygin began a 
four-day visit to Austria yesterday, 
reportedly bringing an appeal for a 
positive line by neutral countries to 
help bring resultg at the Huropean 
Security Conference, Soviet sources 
said this was a key theme im Mr. 
Kosygin's trief for the first visit by 
a Soviet Frime Minister to Vienna 
for 13 years. 

The sources said Mr. Kosygin in- 
tended to ask Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky to abandon an Austrian 
plan for discussion of the Middle 
East situation at the 35-nation Eu- 
ropean Security Conference, which 
opens in Helsinki today. 

Dr. Krelsky has Jong held that 
the Middle East crisis can ‘have 
damaging side effects on European 
security, and ig a valid case for gen- 
eral debate at the European con- 
ference. The Soviet Government be- 
eves such a complex and highly 
charged issue would only cause 
complications at Helsinki, delaying 
discussion of questions of more im- 
mediate concern in the context of 
East-West detente, the Soviet 
sources said.

Nancy Mitford "Cures, not cells, 


dies at 68 


VERSAILLES, France (UPI). 
Nency Mitford, an English noble- 
woman whose strictures on what 
is "U" and “non-U" provided a sta- 
tus code for the socially conscious, 
died at the weekend after a long 
iliness. She was 68. 

Miss Mitford was the eldest of 
six daughters of Baron Redesdale, 
most of whom achieved fame in 
the world of letters. 

Nancy wrote two best-selling no- 
vels — “The Pursuit of Love" and

Greek printers 
strike and win 


ATHENS (Reucer).— Athens news- 
paper publishers yesterday bowed 
to printers’ trade union demands 
for higher wages and so ended the 
first strike staged in Greece since 
the army seized power In April 
1967. 

Athens was without newspapers 
yescerday when the 500 members of 
the printers’ trade union hegan 
their strike in demand of a 30 per 
cent wage increase and better work- 
ing conditions. 

A. spokesman for the union said 
the publishers had later agreed to 
grant a 15 per cent increase and 
their papers would circulate today.

100 persons have died of cholera in 
the past two weeks in the Tange- 
rang area 50 kms. west of Jalsarta, 
an Indonesian Health Ministry 
spokesman said here.

WASHINGTON. — Sixty-seven per 
cent of Americans questioned in a 
recent Gallup Poll believe that some 
members of Congress were elected 
by using unethical or illegal cam- 
paign methods. 

The 1,552 adult Americans inter- 
viewed ‘between June i-4 were 
asked for their “best guess” as to 
how many of ‘the 535 members of 
Congress ‘had won election by illegal 
or unethical campaign methods. 

The guesses were in the following 
ranges: lesz than one-quarter, 21 
per cent; one-quarter to one-half, 
12 per cent; one-half to three-quar- 
ters, 11 per cent, amd more than 
three-quarters, 9 per cent. 

Thirty-three per cent answered 
none, white 14 ‘per cent said they 
believed some had used such cam- 
paign methods but couldn't guess 
how many. 

George Gallup of the polling or- 
ganization said of the poll, “a key 


contrlbuting factor was undoubtedly 
Watergate." 

A spirited controversy between 
accusers and supporters of Presi- 
dent Nixon has erupted following 
John W. Dean II's long-awaited 
testimony before the Senate Water- 
gate Committee, implicating the 
President in the scandal. 

Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, De- 
mocrat-Minnesota, said on NBC's 
“Meet the Press’ that he thought 
Dean had made “a strong case in- 
volving the President directly in the 
so-called Watergate cover-up.”

Distant Soviet Republic 
far from Communist ideal 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Soviet Kirgizia 
is plagued with a rising crime rate, 
alcoholism, high absenteeism from 
work and iiegal religious activity, 
the Communist Party chief in the 
Republic said in a,report published 
yesterday. 

The newspaper “Sovietskaya Kir- 
gizia” said Party First Secretary 
T.U. Usuballyev made the report at 
a meeting of party activists on 
June 20. 

Kirgizia is the southernmost So- 
viet Republic, bordering on China, 
and has a population of about two 
million. 

Usuhbaliyev's report, which filled 
an entire page in the newspaper, 
said: 

ὦ ‘The crime rate is high and in 
some areas rising. Hmbezzlement is 
widespread, despite the effort of 
authorities to crack down on it, and 
some embezzlers have built fine 
houses, bought cars and organized 
regular drinking bouts without any- 
one taking notice. The food industry 
and other consumer industries are 
ridden with petty theft. Some teach- 
ers and policemen have been engag- 
ing in bribery and extortion. 
e Alcoholism is widespread, and 
85 per cent of all crimes in the 
Republic are due to drunkenness. 


Trying to keep the peace under the sea 


GENEVA (Reuter). — A .19-mem- 
ber committee on the peaceful use 
of the seabed yesterday began what 
its chairman described as its most 
important session in preparation for 
nest year's U.N. conference on sea 
aw. 

Chairman H. Shirley Amerasin- 
ghe, of Sri Lanka, said he hoped 
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the committee, drafting articles for 
an international treaty fixing na- 
tional sea limits and offshore rights, 
would, during its eight-week session, 
complete the preparations for the 
U.N. conference in Santiago in Ap- 
vil. 

Most of the work, bearing on {s- 
sues which have brought big mari- 
time powers and other coastal na- 
tions into conflict, will be done in 
sub-committees and working groups, 
laboriously carving out texts for 
treaty articles. There are unlikely 
to be many public plenary sessions 
of the full committee, Mr. Amera- 
singhe said. 

FISHING AND POLLUTION 


The treaty will define the extent 
of territorial sea limits and establish 
an internationa] system to adminis- 
ter the seab area and its re- 
sources qutside these limits. It will 
also cover a wide range of related 
problems. including fishing, under- 
water mining, exploitation of the 
continental shelf and the prevention 
of marine pollution. 

The main conflict on these issues 
arises between the big sea powers 
like the U.S., Eritain and Japan. 
who want to keep as much of the 
seas open to commercial and de- 
fence shipping as possible. and other 
maritime nations who want to ex- 
tend their coastal rights. 

This has brought together coun- 
tries with otherwise divergent in- 
terests such as Australia, Iceland, 
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Kenya, Argentina and Canada — 
all seeking wider rights around their 
coasts. 

One compromise which may be 
discussed here would provide for a 
territorial] sea of 12 miles, an eco- 
nomic zone or “patrimonial ‘sea” of 
200 miles in which: coastal states 
would retain economic rights, and 
ἃ continental shelf area in which 
countries might retain exploration 
rights. 

One sub-committee is dealing with 
this and other issues. Another is 
working on a body of law and au- 
thority to control the seabed beyond 


national jurisdiction, and a third is 
dealing with marine pollution and 
scientific research. 

Problems still to be solved in- 
elude the range and nature of. acti- 
vities for which an international au- 
thority would be responsible; whe- 
ther the international authority it- 
self or individual states or private 
firms should be able to exploit the 
seabed, and whether the authority 
would have the power to act to 
minimise fluctuations in the prices 
of nickel, manganese and other mi- 
nerals found on the seabed.

Colson said he talked to the Presi- 
dent the erening of March 21, and 
Nixon told him he “was not being 
told the truth, that he was being 
given confusing information.” 


‘LIES PERPETUATED’ 

Although Dean said he disclosed 
Watergate facts to the President 
on March 21, Dean went to the 
presidential retreat at Camp David, 
Maryland, shortly afterwards to 
write a report on Watergate, Colson 
said on the CBS programme “Face 
the Nation.” 

“I think it’s one of the most ex- 
traordinary documents [ve ever 
seen, because in it Mr. Dean con- 
tinues to perpetuate the lies about 
Watergate. He continues to hold 
back information from the Presi- 
dent,” Colson said. 

In other developments, the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee 
launched an unusual public inquiry 
of the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) yesterday, expected to un- 
cover efforts by top Administration 
officials to involve the CLA in the 
Watergate scandal and other secret 
operations. 

The occasion for the session is 
the Committee's consideration cf 
William E. Colby, nominated to be 
the CLA's new director. 

Acting Chairman Stuart Syming- 
ton, Democrat-Missouri, made clear 
in his opening statement that the 
hearing would go beyond Colby's 
qualifications, saying the panel “will 
also review 2 number of policies re- 
Jating to the Central Intelligence 
Agency itself."

Plastic-eating microbe 
—van Leer buys rights

SCAR van Leer, the Dutch 

Jewish industrialist, recently 
elected chairman of the Euro- 
pean Committee of the Jerusalem 
Economic Conference, has now 
acquired production rights to a 
mysterious mew “plastic-eater.” 
The eater, a microbe, was dev- 
eloped by an Austrian, Herbert 
Schaden,

was investigating why plastic 
bottles lest their transparency 
after some time. His discovery 
that a certain microbe fed on the 
plastic material wag the start of 
@ lengthy series of’ experiments 
aiming at ourturing the microbes 
that would break up, what was 
believed to be indestructible 
material. 

The problem of getting rid of 
plastic packing material Ja grow- 
ing. It is estimated that In the

made up of plastics and thig will 
increase to about 3) per cent 
by 1985. However Herbert Scha- 
den’s microbe can turn it into ar- 
tificial manure of high value. τῷ 
the discovery could be converted 
into practical production it would 
be of the highest importance to 
the battle for improving our en- 
vironment. Mr. van Leer, presi- 
dent of the worldwide van Leer 
tontern, concluded an agreement 
with Mr. Schaden for Dutch pro- 
duction rights. A trial factory will 
be built to test the discovery on 
an industria! scale. The secret 
formula itself has been deposited 
with ἃ London tustitute. 

It is stl not known if 
Mr, van Leer, with his many in- 
dustrial and scientific interests in 
Israel, intends to introduce the 
Process here.

i Al's achievement in making 
@ profit during 1972-73 is all 
the more noteworthy when one con- 
siders the difficulties with which 
the company had to contend. 

.At a time when international 
aviation was recovering from a se- 
vere slump and the North Atlantic 
traffic was benefiting from an im- 
provement in the U.S. economy, 
tourism to Israe] stagnated.
